PRICKEETT BANK DEPOSITORS 
ROBBED IN COLD BLOOD. 


REPORT OF EXPERT KESHNER. 


Family of the Financier Had a Soft 
Thing and Knew Just 
When to Quit. 


The last hope of ever gétting their money 
has been swept from under the feet of the 
Edwardeville, Il)., people, who toiled for 
years to lay up treasures in the John A. 
Prickett Bank. 

When the bank closed its doors on Dee. 
12, last, a panic swept over the little town, 
but it was speedily quelled by the assurance 
that the concern would pay off its obliga- 
tions dollar for dollar. , 

The statement was a cruel mockery. The 
report of EB. P. Keshner, the expert em- 
ployed by depositors to examine the affairs 
of the bank, leaves no hope for those who 
pinned their faith to the house of Prickett. 

If the banking business of J. A. Prickett 
& Son was not grossly and wilfully mis- 
Managed figures lie. 

The rottenness of the bank for years be- 
fore the collapse is set forth in the expert's 
report.. The methods by which the bankers 
fattened on the hard-earned money of oth- 
ers are laid bare. The report throughout 
shows how a public trust was made a pri- 
vate snap. Up to Thursday night there 
were depositors who refused to believe thoy 
had been deliberately swindled. Friday 


morning Bentiment had changed and even 
the fact that John A. Prickett was in his 
grave did not prevent the unfortunates from 
volecing their opinions of the dead banker 
and those who bear his name. 

Mr, Keshner's report was presented at a 
meeting of the creditors Thursday night. 
It covers a period of nine years and goes 
into the minutest detalls. rough it all 
is shown how the Pricketts, their relations 
and friends were the only ones who ever 

rofited by the more than peculiar deal- 
ngs of the bank. 

hen the assignees took charge of the 
bank one of the largest items among the 
supposed assets was said to be a number of 
real investments, most.of them 
ashington.

An item of $1,951 appears in the profit and 
loss account. According to the expert it 
was used to pay the expenses of various 
members of the Prickett family on trips to 
the West and return. A stallion for the 
Chileo ranch, owned by J. A. Prickett, was 
bought and $1,225 charged up to profit and 
logs on the bank’s books, 

The expert's report makes it apparent that 
he depositors cannot hope to get more than 

er cent. on their deposite. 

he expert in his report says: “I am in- 
clined to believe that a number of deposit- 
ors received a warning, and, acting thereon, 
withdrew their balance.”’ 

In the light of the expert’s revelations the’ 
depositors are more undecided than ever as 
to what course they shall take. It is said 
that some sensational features of the rt 
will not be made public by the expert. he 
attorneys for the Gepoaitors refuse to say 
whether the criminal courts will be asked 
to look into the bank's affairs and fix the 
responsibility. 

Two new banks are projected for Bdwards- 
ville. One of them will a’national bank, 
and Mr. Keshner is slated for Cashier. His 
action in probing the affairs of the Carlyle 
and Prickett banks has won the confidence 
of the depositors, and he has many warm 
supporters. 


A SERIOUS CHARGE. . 


Nelson Williams Accused of Causing 
His Niece’s Death. 


CHICAGO, IIL, March 12.—Nelson Will- 
jams, charged with causing the death of 
Mary Swain, his 13-year-old niece, has 
been arrested and locked up at Ham- 
mond, Ind. He resisted the officers 
and it was only after a hard fight that he 
was overpowered. Williams was taken to 
the City Jail and will be held pending an 
investigation Into the death of the girl. 

The child’s story of the source of her 
injuries was told her mother and a num- 
ber of women a few hours before she died. 
During her death struggles she murmured: 
“You won't let Uncle Nels hurt me, will 


you, mamma?’ 

Through the arrest of Williams comes the 
sto that several months ago Asa 
Swain and his wife separated and Mary 
continued to live with her father. Three 
weeks ago she was taken sick, finally result- 
ing in her death.

CONVICTS IDLE. 


How the New Law in Indiana Is Work- 
ing. © 
MICHIGAN CITY, Ind., March 12.— 
Warden Harley of the Indiana State prison 
has ordered the instant suspension of all 
work by every convict not hired by a bind- 
ing contract. The order was unexpected by 
the contractors, and is felt most heavily by 
Ford, Johnson & Co., chair manufacturers, 
and the Lakeside Knitting Co., which lose 
the labor of nearly 200 men. 
The sudden action was due to the discovery 
that an emergency clause was attached toa 
bill passed by the General Assembly Abol- 
ishing contract labor and the bill thus be- 
came a law as soon as Gov. Mount signed 
it. The result is that 20 men are locked 
in their cells with no means of employment. 
The new law provides that contract work 
shall be abolished as fast as existing con- 
tracts expire, and by the end of the year 
more than 300 men will be idle. It was in- 
tended that convicts should be employed in 
making goods for other State institutions, 
but no appropriation was made for buying 
material to put the plan into operation.

Storman could. He instructed Mrs. Stor- 
man to direct her reply to the general de- 
livery. Instead she sent one of her sons, 
who is a professional pugilist and looks 
like Jim Corbett. to the postoffice to inter- 
view Marcus. The young man, who has 
been idié some time partially because his 
mother objects to his following his pro- 
fession, waited for Hendershott all Mon- 
day afternoon and all day Tuesday, 
fruitlessly. 

Had Marcus appeared it is probable that 
Mrs. Storman would not have found it nec- 
essary to report her daughter’s disappear- 
ance to the police. There would have been 
very little left for the police to do. 

Thursday night the matter was laid be- 
fore the authorities and detectives are look- 
ing for the couple. Mrs. Storman is aware 
that there is a law against luring girls 14 
years old from home, and intends to have 
it applied to Hendershott as soon as he is 
arrested. As for her son, the prize-fighter, 
he has other things in store for the young 
man. 

Mrs. Storman has inquired at the Court- 
house and the gretna greens surrounding 
St. Louis, and has discovered that no mar- 
riage license has been procured by the 
couple. She fears that Hendershott will de- 
sert her daughter as soon as his money is 
exhausted. He inherited about $3,000. from 
his mother, who died two years ago. Since 
then he has not worked, according to Mrs. 
Storman. He is about 21 years old. Leah is

Now comes the Woman’s Humane So- 
ciety of Missouri by its attorney, Paul 
T. Gadsden, and sets forth before this 
court that Elizabeth McDonald, an in- 
fant under 14 years of age, and found 
within the jurisdiction of this court, has 
been abandoned by its parents and is 
without a legally appointed guardian;that 
said child is now temporarily tn the City 
Hospital of the city of St. Louis: that 
Mrs. Barbara Kettel, with whom said 
child has been residing for some time 
past, has no legal claim whatsoever for 
the custody of said child and is incompe- 
tent and unfit for said guardianship; and 
that said child has been suffering from 
neglect and ill-treatment. 

Wherefore the aforesaid Woman’s 
Humane Society of Missouri, being duly 
incorporated for the purposes speciiled 
in section 5337 of the Revised Statutes of 
Missouri, asks that this honorable court 
appoint it the legal guardian of said 
Elizabeth McDonald.

The House Used an Ax on the Execu- 
tive Appropriations. 


Spectal to the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 12.—The

‘consideration of the contingent appropria- 


tion bill throughout the entire day, and the 
wrangle incident to the econetee, SA) 
a general surprise. It was generauy - 
@tood that the House would order the bill 
to engrossment with but few alterations 
from the recommendations made by the 
Appropriations Committee. When Chairman 
Bpofford introduced the appropriation bills 
Am of relief escaped the members who 
are homeward inclined. They regarded the 
introduction of these bills as a signal that 
the end of the session was near. Nobody 
appeared to expect any lengthy debate over 
any of the bills, and only a few days ago, 
in speaking of the appropriations, peaker 
Farris expressed himself as believing that 
there would be no meterial disagreement, 
and that the bills would go through easily 
enough. 

But there came a whirlwind of opposi- 
tion to the bill which was taken up yester- 
day. Tt was a lengthy document, providing 
for the appropriation of money for the sup- 
port of the State Government, the payment 
of contingent and incidental expenses of 
the State department, the public printing, 
end for the payment of certain other de- 
mands against the State. A wave of econ- 
omy swept across the House and wherever 
it appeared possible to make a cut, the cut 
was made. The greatest onslaught of all 
was made upon the Governor's office and 
the Executive Mansion. In fact, for a time 
there appeared to be a disposition among 
some of the members to forget that the 
State of Missouri owes any obligations at 
all to the chief executive. 

As detailed in the Post-Dispatch yester- 
day the first cut was made on the $4,000 
appropriation for the contingent expenses 
of the Governor's office. The reduction 
made on this item contemplates the dis- 
charge of the clerk who is employed in 
the executive office. But the iscussion 
that took place on this item was tame in 
comparison with the wrangle that took 

lace when the section referring to the 
‘Executive Mansion was reached. This dis- 
cussion was so img drawn out and at- 
tracted so much attention that the Gov- 
ernor signified his wilHdngness to leave the 
mansion and live tn his own residence 
rather than have the House make any un- 
willing appropriation. This led to the in- 
troduction of the Crisp amendment to 
strike out the entire section relating 
pansion expense, and it was through Col; 
Crisp the Governor's comm ation. 
came to the House. 

The House also voted against appropri- 
ae money: for the improvement of the 
Capitol grounds and the grounds at the 
Executive Mansion. Representative Pope 
made a gallant fight for this appropriation, 
but the sentiment was so strong against it 
that he was defeated. 

Another movement along this line was the 
refusal of the House to allow money for 
furnishing the residence of the penitentiary 
Warden. This proposition was set forth as 

precedent, inasmuch as

Continuing the economical movement the 
House refused to appropriate $39 to pay 
for clectric fans placed in the House by 
Jefferson City people on account of the 
Democratic State Convention held here last 
summer.

Danger Line Passed and Damage Ex- 
pected for Two Weeks.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 12.—The 
Chief of the Weather Bureau gives out the 
following:

The local weather bureau officials will 
furnish information of expected changes 
and give ample warning of danger. 


MEMPHIS THREATENED. 


Danger That the River Will Cut a New 
Channel. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., March 12.—The river is 
above the danger point here and rising. The 
most serious feature of the present rise of 
the river is the possibility of it cutting out 
a new bed for itself through Crittenden, 
Ark., and leaving Memphis high and dry. 
About five miles above Memphis the Neely 
plantation is partly overflowed because of 
a break in the levee. The current through 
the plantation is very strong, and river me 
say that unless the heavy timber along 
Four Mile Bayou breaks the current so that 
it cannot eat out a new bed for the river, 
that the Mississippi will change its course 
and run through Four Mile Bayou, coming 
into the main river again about eight or 
ten miles below, and leaving a long, narrow 
island betwéen Memphis and the river. 

In the past twelve hours a rise of .7 of 
a foot is noticed, with little prospects of 
a cessation. River steamers, both through 
and local, are making landings never before 
attempted, and in some instances boats 
touch at points forty odd miles inland. 

A private levee on the Neely cotton pian- 
tation, ten miles above here, has failed to 
resist the powerful current. All live stock 
~ gan section has been removed to the 

s. 

At Memphis proper, the big 1,000 acre sand 
bar is completely under water, forcing out 
a hundred or more thugs and thieves, who 
made the willows on the bar a night hiding 


place. 

Wolf River, just north of this city, is 
overflowing its banks, doing conaiderable 
Semous to fences and settlers and settlers’ 
capins. 

The Weather Bureau predicts continued 
high water, cold wave to-night and 
ing temperature to-morrow. 

Two great side-wheel steamers, capable of 
carrying 1,000 passengers each, this after- 
noon issued notice of excursions into Hast- 
ern Arkansas, giving a view of overflowed 
country and submerged plantations. This 
means a trip of fifty miles due west from 
Memphis through the tree tops and over 
cabins, farms and small villages. Past 
high water offered no such opportunity.

GREECE HOLDING HER OWN. 


The Admirals Have Drawn Up a Pro- 
gramme Which the Powers 
Are Considering. 


CANPA, March 12.—The Museulman refu- 
gees who have been brought here are des- 
titute and on the verge of starvation and 
the island is full of bands of robbers, who 
are pillaging the towns in the vicinity. 

PARIS, March 12.—The following semi-of- 
ficial announcement was made this after- 
noon: 

The powers, while united in principle, 
have not yet been able to reach a solution 
of the Cretan question. Proposals and ob. 
jections are being exchanged hourly. 

The programme drawn up by the Admir- 
als in Cretan waters is as follows: 

First—A blockade of the Island of Crete. 

Second—A, blockade of the Piraeus and 
some of the other Greek ports. 

Third—The seizure by a detachment of the 
fleet of the telegraph offices at Syra. 

Fourth—Any Greek warships encountered 
are to be taken to the Island of Milo and 
kept there. 

Fifth—Any Greek warships firing on any 
foreign warships are to be sunk, and the act 
is to be considered a casus belli. 

Sixth—Any Greek torpedo boat nearing 
a foreign warship is to be fired at. 

Seventh—As the blockade of Greece will 
require.all the crews of the foreign war- 
ships, each Power is to send to Crete a 
battalion of infantry not less jfhan 600 men 
in number. 

Each of the foreign Admirals telegraphed 
a copy of these proposals to his Govern- 
ment. 

Germany immediately telegraphed to the 
Powers that she would accept the proposals 
down to the seventh, and that she would 
accept the seventh in principle, but she had 
not a battalion available. 

Austria wired the powers that she would 
accept the whole of the proposals of the Ad- 
mirals, but as Emperor Francis Joseph was 
at Cape Martin, she must have time to con- 
sult with his Majesety. 

Italy telegraphed her acceptance of all the 
proposals of the Admirals, but it was added 
that they must be submitted to the Cabmet 
Council, which would be done within three 
days. 

Russia, Great Britain and France were 
Silent for a time, and then Great Britain 
proposed that a gendarme be organized in 
Crete by utilizing the Greek troops, not 
using the Greek flag and not using the 
Greek officers in this connection. 

Russia eventually answered that as the 
Powers had presented their ultimatum to 
Greece and as Greece had replied by offer- 
ing to withdraw the fleet, the answer was 
conciliatory and partly satisfactory. There- 
fore, Russia proposed a further collective 
note, demanding the withdrawal of the 
Greek troops from Crete. 

France seconded the reply of Russ'a. 

During the pour parlez a general agree- 
ment Was suggested in that the Powers 
should each advance a certain sum for the 
pay of gendarmerie and for the expense of 
organizing the autonomous government of 
Crete. This was immediately objected to 
by Germany on the ground that. she was 
os to spend a pfennig for this pur-

SITUATION AT SPRINGFIELD. 


The Chicago Street Railway Magnates 
Got What They Asked, So Far 
as Committees Go. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., March 12.—The Re- 
publican contingent of this Legislature has 
within the past few days shown its hand, 
and that hand appears to be extended for 
whatever the corporations choose to put 
in it. Charles T.._ Yerkes and C. F. Bonney, 
representing two of Chicago's most power- 
ful street railway syndicates, appeared be- 
fore the Joint Committee on Railways to 
answer questions regarding their systems 
and the effect the passage of the Humphrey 
bills extending the franchise: of street 
railways forty years would have. 

The magnates with becoming candor sug- 
gested changes desired in the measures, 
They had hardly left the city when Senator 
Morrison called his Committee on Railroads 
together and these bills, amended to meet 
every desire intimated by Yerkes and Bon- 
ney, were ordered to be reported favorably. 

Bonney frankly told the joint committee 
that his road would not be satisfied unless 


the bills extended their franchises fifty 
years instead of forty. This was done at the 
meeting of the Senate Committee on Rail- 
roads yesterday. The bill whith was decid- 
ed upon in substitution for two of the Hum- 
| phrey measures was drafted in Chicago and

_ple. The bills have never been introduced 
' in the House and it is likely that they will

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HOW TO HELP US. 

Aside from all considerations of the 
need of reform and of better men and 
methods in the administration of the pub- 
lic school system of St. Louis, the House 
at Jefferson City did a wise thing polit- 
ically when it reconsidered Thursday 
night's vote and passed the Civic Feder- 
ation School bill.

Now that the State Supreme Court has 
decided that the law of 1891 prohibiting 
pool selling is unconstitutional, thoge 
anxious to see the mischievous pool rooms 
closed will naturally turn to what is 
known as the Horse Breeders’ bill for 
relief.

About the first official act of the Mc- 
Kinley Secretary of War is in the interest 
of Collis P. Huntington and the Southern 
Pacific Railroad. 

In accordance with the recommendation 
of the official report of the commission 
designating San Pedro as the Southern 
California port, Congress appropriated 
money with which to begin work in the 
harbor. Huntington had opposed the se- 
lection of San Pedro, but the action of the 
Commission was regarded as final, and 
the appropriation of funds for the be- 
ginning of work was made with that un- 
derstanding. 

Secretary of War Alger has refused to 
make the appropriation available. He 
has admittedly taken this action at the 
request of Senator Frye of Maine, who 
called upon him in company with Million- 
aire Huntington to urge that course of 
action. 3 ; 

Alger can postpone the work indefinite- 
ly. Huntington's object doubtless is to 
secure in the next Congress, through the 
influence of the McKinley Administration, 
a reversal of the action locating the har- 
bor at San Pedro. Huntington was a 
heavy stockholder in the McKinley Joint 
Stock Company of last year. He is get- 
ting his money back. The McKinley 
Joint Stock Gompany is now paying divi- 
dends.

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$20,000 FOR SOLDIERS. 


The Missouri House of Representatives 
now in session has done many good 
things, and it has also attempted many 
foolish things, and been compelled -in 
some cases to reconsider its action. Like 
all bodies of: men in which strongly op- 
posing influences are at work, it acts 
now and then as if in a fit of hysterics.

“If I were in President McKinley's place 
I should have a law enacted providing for 
a tariff commission to regulate the whole 
question of revenue for the Government. 
Whue I believe in protection, I have ne 
sympathy whatever for trusts, and if I were 
in Mr. McKinley’s place, every time one of 
these ‘combines’ was formed to raise the 
prices I would have the tariff commission 
empowered to take off all duties on the 
trust’s product, and then we should have 
free trade with a vengeance. 

“As regards gas and other kinds of mon- 
opolies the municipalities should either 
control or own them and have the same 
power to regulate them that is exercised 
over hacks and carriages. Indeed, our 
municipalities should assume control of 
water, gas and street car tracks. 

“The trouble with our country to-day is 
that there is too much dishonesty on all 
sides. Incorporated bodies desire the con- 
trol of everything and want to run things 
to suit themselves. They influence Con- 
gress and State Legislatures to such an ex- 
tent that scandals are cropping out every 
now and then. 

“Look at the big scandal that the Sugar 
Trust raised in Washington a year ago, 
when one of the Senators was found invest- 
ing in Sugar certificates. And then look at 
the list of watered stocks we have all over 


squeezed in order that a few men @n the 
inside may ‘hog’ everything. 

“We have got to come back to first prin- 
ciples and get on an honest basis before 
this country ¢an prosper. Just look at the 
railroad corporations that are in receivers’ 
hands! If you investigate the matter care- 
fully you will find that in the majority of 
eases there has been bad management, 
stock-jobbing or some peculiar business 
methods employed by which the big fish 
in the puddle swallow up the little ones.

“You don’t hear of the Pullman or Wag- 
ner companies being in bankruptcy, nor do 
you often notice that an express company 
or a merchants’ dispatch or union line fast 
freight concern has gone into the hands of 
a receiver. These are wheels within wheels, 
and organized for the purpose of making 
money for the railroad magnates at the 
expense of the mass of stockholders of the 
railroad, 

“This country is trust-ridden. It’s only 
a question of time, unless something is done 
very soon, when we will have a revolution 
upon us. Things are running towards the 
Government ownership of railroads and the 
people are demanding this more and more. 
Each State should know what its railroads 
are doing. It should stop them from over- 
capitalizing and hold them down to a legit- 
imate business, so that people can invest in 
their stocks with safety. 

“A railroad should be compelled to do 
business in an honest way and not be al- 
lowed to water its stock. If an officer of 
such corporation offers watered stock for 
sale he should be treated as a man who 
obtains money under false pretenses or as 
a ‘green-goods’ man and punished accord- 
ingly. 

“I believe in vested rights, but I don’t 
believe that the managers of railroads 
should be allowed to rob the people who 
have their money invested in ‘railroad 
stock. 

‘The majority of manufacturers in this 
country are in straitened circumstances, 
and are at the mercy of the moneyed 
classes. The big fish are eating up the lit- 
tle ones. If this thing keeps up we shall 
have a revolution and no mistake, The poor 
are oppressed as much by the rich in this 
country as the Cubans are by the Spaniards. 

“The trouble with the people is that they 
cannot make out a good case. That is to say, 
they cannot prove that certain men in high 
positions are scoundrels. I fully agree with 
Andrew Carnegie, the iron king, that the 
man who dies possessed of many millions, 
dies disgraced. If a man like John Rocke- 
feller were not allowed to give a dollar to a 
college or a church don’t you suppose he 
would be soon execrated for piling up his 
ill-gotten gains? Nothing upsets a man so 
much as to know that he {s not respected. 
Just look how Russell Sage loads down 
the plate in New York! 

“If such a law were passed, cutting off 
these so-called philanthropists from being 
permitted to veneer their robberies and ill- 
gotten gains by donations and charities, we 
should soon see the plutocrats pass off the 
plane of action and become less hoggish

NEW YORK, March 12.—At 11 o’clock the 
night of March 7, 1896, Stephen Powell, the 
70-year-old superintendent of the Hemp- 
stead, L. I., gas works, closed his office and 
started homeward. It was his custom to 
carry large sums of money on his person, 
When he had almost reached his house Ar- 
thur Mayhew, who had been hiding behind 
a tree, waiting for the old man’s coming, 
sprang out and hit him heavily on the head 
with a blackjack.

Tt is believed by certain Democrats, who 
have been making an investigation, that 
Boss Filley's Hoodlums are preparing to 
tarry out a bold acheme of fraud in several 
fown-town wafds on the day of the Re- 
publican primaries. It is a scheme simply 
io cause much annoyance and dissens.on 
among Democrats. 

The trick is simple. The Republican pri- 
maries take place on March 18, one day be- 
fore the Democratic primaries. According 
to the new primary law, the same register 
containing all the names of the qualified 
voters in a precinct is to be used at 
art rimarfes, and when a man casts his 
Palla: Phe word PS ge F- guaemes oppo- 
Bi his name on the register. 

the Republican primaries are held first 
the Republicans will use the register first. 
And now the question is asked: 

“What is to prevent the Republicans 
from marking the word ‘voted’ opposite the 
Bames of a large number of Democrats?” 

“This new primary law has been heralded 
as a good thing because it Is supposed to 
stop what we call the ‘Indians’ from voting 
at both primaries,’ said an experienced 
ractical politician. “But it won't do it. 
Phe ‘Indians’ will vote where they have al- 
ways voted,-and they will dg so at both the 
Republican and Democratic primar.es, too. 
Ward heelers ‘playing both sides of the 
street’ will nave an understanding. The ‘In- 
fians’ do not confine themselves to one pre- 
sinct, but they strike a trail from one ward 
to another, especially in the down-town sec- 
tion. They vote under different names each 
time, of course. 

“T must admit that the new primary law 
being in force at these primaries for the 
first time, and the day of registration being 
too late to allow newly registered names 
to be voted, the ‘Indian’ vote will be ma- 
terially reduced this time. The names under 
which they could vote will not be on the 
register used at the polis. But wait until 
the primaries come again, and I venture to 
say that the register will be’ padded 
same as it has always been, and the ‘In- 
dians’ will vote then almost the same as 
heretofore, too. > 

“The fact that the new prnpary law com- 

Is an ‘Indian’ to take an oath is supposed 
o be a deterrent against fraudulent voting. 
But i'ttle things like an oath are no bugbear 
for a political ‘Indian,’ and he will give 
that and then laugh at it. The new law, to 
a certain extent, will prevent ‘Indians’ from 
voting at both primaries. The heelers can 
divide them, however. 

“Filley undoubtedly has the advantage 
over the Democrats in this matter this year. 
When an ‘Indian’ sees any wampum in sight 
he is liable to vote at the first primary that 
comes along. The Republican primaries 
come first and the “ id‘ans’ will be offered 
big inducements te vote because the fac- 
tional fight in the Republican party is bet- 
ter. But when the ‘Indians’ vote their ficti- 
tious names this year they will run the lim- 
it on the reg'ster and cannot vote at the 
Democratic primaries. 

“Rut I can’t see what is to prevent the 
Republicans from marking the word ‘voted’ 
after a great many names on the register, 
anyway, and that would cause much confn- 
sion at the Democratic primaries, where 
the same books are used next day.”

INVENTION OF JOHN R. FARMER, 
A 8ST. LOUIS ELECTRICIAN. 


APPLIED TO STREET CARS. 


If Successful, It Will Do Away With 
Overhead Wires and Under- 
ground Trolleys. 


s A patent has just been issued to a St. 
oat dee piece of electric mechanism 

: makes it possible for street railways to 
take a giant stride toward Perfection, and 
this too at a cost less than that required to 
equip a road at present. 

The new invention at once does away with 
overhead wires, underground trolleys and 
makes accidents to individuals from contact 
with electric currents from these gources 
well nigh impossible. 

John R. Farmer of 1507 North Jefferson 
avenue is the originating genius, and the per- 
fection of his plans has just been accom- 
plished after thirteen months’ study and ex- 
perimenting. 

His invention ig an electric railway ser- 
vice system. The current is supplied from 
the power-house by means of a feed wire in 
the ground along the track. It is tapped off 
this wire into -8xl0xl7 cast iron magnet 
boxes buried in the center of the track at 
intervals of thirty feet, more or less, as the 
Size of the car requires. In each box is 
an electrode magnet, compound wound, to 
stand from six-tenths of an ampere to 150 
amperes. 

This magnet acts on an armature, which 
applies and releases the current from the 
wires. Projecting from the top of this box 
about half an inch and level with the rail 
is a capper knob the size of a quarter. This 
the inventor terms the contact point, as it 


is through it the power passes into the 
motor of the car. 


The ordinary car can be used with but 
little alteration. Two powerful compound 
wound electrode magnets must be placed at 
either end, beneath the platforms or at- 
tached to the trucks and connecting these 
the traveling bar, made of thinly rolled 
copper. No other change is necessary. This 
bar, alWays touching the contact pofnts, 
conveys the power into the motor.

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PARCICAL VERDICT 
BY SPEGIAL JURY. 


AGITATION RENEWED FOR THE 
LAW’S REPEAL. 


CHOUQUETTE CASE FINDING. 


Plaintiff Entitled to Damages for Per- 
manent Injuries and Awarded 
> One Cent. 


A verdict rendered by a special jury in 
Judge Wood's division of the Circuit Court 
has aroused such unfavorable discussion 
that had it come a few days sooner the 
Senate would have encountered considera- 
ble more difficulty in taking the action it 
did on the bill for the repeal of the special 


jury law. | 
It is probable that the verdict will cause 


an effort to be made by St. Louis lawyers 
to secure a re-consideration by the Senate 
of the vote by which the bill was indefinite- 


ly postponed. 

The verdict is said to furnish one of the 
most striking instances of the evils of the 
special jury system. It was rendered in 
the $15,000 damage sult of Mrs. Julia #. 
Chouquette against the Southern Electric 
Railroad Co, After all the evidence was in 
the jury, impanelled in accordance with the 
special jury law, deliberated briefly and re- 
turned a verdict in favor of the plaintiff. 


By so doing it decided that the company 
was negligent and Mrs. Chouquette inno- 
cent of contributory negligence. It decided 
that she was-entitled to recover and that 
the company had no defense whatever. 

Having so decided # assessed Mrs, Chou- 

uette’s damages at 1 cent. This was in 
the face of testimony conclusively — 
that she had been permanently injured, 
physically and mentally. 

The accident in which Mrs. Chouquette 
was injured occurred July 4, . It was 
almost a fatality. The Southern electric 
car, on which she was riding, got beyond 
the control of the motorman, near Chou- 
teau’s Hill, and ran away. It was crowded. 
Mrs. Chouquette and her sister, in common 
with the other passengers, rushed for the 
rear door. Reaching the platform, Mrs. 
Chouquette was either pushed or fell from 
the car. The back of her head struck the 
pavement, She was rendered unconscious. 
At the South Side City Dispensary, Dr. 
Webster found that her skull was fractured 
and forwarded her to the St. John’s Hos- 

ital, where she was in a comatose condi- 
ion five days. 

Dr. A. V. L. Brokaw, who attended her, 
testified at the trial that she could never 
recover fully from her injuries. The de- 
preenes fracture of the skull was already 

eginning to affect her mind. Her Injuries 
had produced what was coumanontty <nown 
as “brain breathing,” a condition in which 
the respiration rose from 18 or 2 a minute, 
normal, to 30 a minute, and also ‘cerebral 
pulse,”” where with the rising resp.ration 
the pulse decreases. A nervous complaint 
had also followed the accident. 

There is little doubt that the verdict will 
be set aside and a new trial ordered. Judge 
Seymour D. Thompson, attorney for Mrs. 
— is preparing a motion for a new 
trial. 

The verdict has revived the agitation 
against the special jury law and is being 
discussed at the Court-House by judges as 
well as lawyers. 

Of the twelve special jurors who returned 
the verdict nine were corporation men, the 
jury being comprised of the following: 
Daniel F. Addington, manufacturer of 
phosferrone; Adolph C. Albright, Treasurer 
of the St. Louis Typewriter Exchange; 
John Allan of Kerr & Allan, builders; 
George H. Amelung, salesman for the Tror- 
licht-Dunker & Renard Carpet Company; 
George W. Ammermann, Superintendent of 
the St. Louis Coffin Company; William M. 
Anderson, manager of Munger’s Laundry; 
John M. Alleh, Department Manager of the 
Meyer Bros. Drug Company; Robert At- 
kinson of Robert Atkinson & Co., com- 
mission merchants; Philip Burg, grocer, 
1210 South Broadway; Samuel G. Burr, Su- 
perintendent of the National Lead vaee- 
ny; August M. Buschmann, cashier of the 
Trorlicht-Duncker & Renard Carpet Co., 
and Charlies G. Byrd, Vice-President of the 
Keystone Mills. 

Judge Seymour D. Thompson, discussing 
the verdict with a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
said Friday: 
“It is another evidence of the workings 
of the special jury system. en the peti- 
fion for the repeal of the special jury law 
was presented to me I refused to ~ ¢ it, 
as I had lately returned to the city and was 
not acquainted with its workings. 
“Since then I have examined it and was 
convinced that it was unjust even before 
this verdict was rendered. It is a law for 
the rich and an imposition upon the poor. 
“The Post-Dispatch has always cham- 
pioned the people. It should take up this 
matter of the special jury law. A rich 
man under this law can buy a jury which 
the poor man cannot. The law provides 
that those calling for a special jury shall 
pac up $75 as costs, which is never paid 
ck to him. The poor man cannot put 
up the money, hence cannot buy the Jury. 
I mean this expression in a legitimate 
sense. 
“Again, this law provides for the selec- 
tion of jurors from one certain class of 
citizens, which is the very thing to be 
avoided.”’ 
Judge Wood declined to discuss the ver- 
dict in the Chouquette case. In regard to 
the special jury system, he said: 
“It is wrong. ad the petition for its re- 
peal been presented to me, I should cer- 
tainly have signed it. It should be re- 
pealed.’’ .

Two of St. Louis’ most notorious mes- 
dames de joie died Thursday night in the 
burnt district.

The house was formerly one of the 
best known of its class, but since Oct. 14 it 
had been. closed to after-dark * sensation- 
seekers and had been occupied solely by 
the Huntley woman and her servant.

JAKE WOLFLIN IS A PROFESSION- 
AL HEMP STRETCHER. 


WILL GIVE AN EXHIBITION. 
Charles W. Daniels, a Theatrical Man, 


Thinks the Public Will Pay 
to See the Show. 


Charles W. Daniels, who for a number of 
years was associated with Ollie Hagan in 
the management of the old Pope’s Theater 
and the Hagan Opera-house, has a novel 
scheme in his head to furnish amusement 
to the public and at the same time line his 
pockets with the coin of the realm. 

Mr. Daniels wants to give a hanging ex- 
hibition. He has his victim all picked out 
and plans are now being perfected whereby 
the public who are denied the privilege of 
seeing the law jerk men over the river at 
the rope’s end may have an opportunity to 
gee for a nominal sum just how the trick is 
turned. 

The intense, morbid and almost neurotic 
interest taken by the community in the ex- 


ecution of Arthur Duestrow and two of the |, 


Clayton highwaymen, together’ with the ex- 
citement over the escape from the death 
penalty by Dreher and John Schmidt, the 
third of Bertram Atwater’s murderers, is 
responsible for the originating of this brill- 
fant scheme. Mr. Daniels argued to him- 
self that if everyone would go into mental 
hemorrhages over the real thing, enough 
people would pay to see the imitation to 
make it a profitable investment. 

The vict.m selected for the affair is a 
man named Jake Wolfiin of 38719 North 
Broadway. He doesn’t mind a little thing 
like being hanged, owing to a freakish col- 
lection of muscles in his neck. When sus- 
pended at the end of a rope he is able to 
make these muscles so taut as to prevent 
etrangulation for a considerable length of 
time. 

Wolflin is very proud of his ability to 
stand the test, and during the World’s 
Fair he used to be hanged regularly three 
times a day for the benefit of admiring 
crowds. The strain on him, however, is 
enormuus, and there is the constant danger 
that his neck may be broken in the drop. 
It is this that led him to give up his grue- 
geome “profession” and turn his attention 
to a less horrible way of making a living. 

His relatives have always feared that he 
would be killed in one of his experiments 
and they have made him promise not to do 
the drop amy more. Mr. Daniels, however, 
is trying to get him to take one more 
chance and give St. Louisans the full 
show. 

Wolflin is a tall, brawny chap, weighing 
over 180 pounds and with muscles so hard 
that he has been called the “Iron Man.” 
He first commenced being hanged several 
years ago and kept it up until careless- 
ness on the part of his attendants almost 
cost him his lHfe. Then he decided to lay 
off for awhile. 

Wolflin gives the following account of 
the manner in which he performs his feat 
and the sensations arieing from ft: 

“In the drop the strain is greatest. I use 
@ regulation hangman's noose, placing the 
kmot under the left ear and contracting all 
my muscles. This leaves me with the re- 
mainder of my body Iimp. The jar of the 
fal seems to partially paralyze the body 
and there is no pain; but for a moment 
there is a feeling of anxiety. By taxing my 
entire strength I can continue hanging 
three minutes, struggling all the time to 
breathe. On becoming exhausted I eignal 
my attendants and they cut me down. 

“Last April in Chicago they did not watch 
me carefully. I had not been feeling well, 
and after three minutes I signaled them. 
At the same time I relaxed the muscles of 
my neck, for the rope was supposed to be 
cut on the instant. The muscles, once re- 
jaxed, I could not draw them up under the 
heavy pinching rope. 

“T had in consequence all the sensations 
of a man being hanged—the struggle in my 
mind to master things. Then I had the 
feeling of one completely worn out. I felt 
as though I would give half my life for a 
little sleep. I was almost praying for it, 
forgetting for the time the surrounding 
circumstances. 

"Then the answer seemed to come I 
grew numb and unconscious. I never felt 


so comfortable in a! life. Then I was 
dead to the world. he rope was cut at

I have 
called meetings and announced hearings, 
but nobody ever a ared to speak for or 
against the bills. here cannot be a very 
great need for these roads or more interest 
would be taken in the bills.”

Two bills were introduced during Feb- 
ruary. One authorized Oren D. Tucker 
and associates under the corporate name 
of the St. Louis Rapid Transit Railway Co. 
to construct and operate a combined ele- 
vated and surface road extending to nearly 
all parts of the city. The company agreed 
to pay annually an amount equivalent to 
five mills on every 5-cent fare collected on 
all cars except those designated excursion 
trains. 

The committee will also recommend that 
several bills for railroad switches be filed.

THE SYMPHONY CONCERT. 


' 

Prof. Alfred Ernst’s ideas of programme 
building are unique. At Thursday night’s 
Choral Symphony Concert we were in the 
thick of the “allegro”’ of Raff's ‘‘Im Walde”’ 
symphony before getting out of our wraps. 
Some time along in the half hour of musical 
storm and stress that followed the audi- 
ence got into the reflective mood. It was 
dissipated the next moment by an aria from 
“Aida.’"’ Chadwick's ‘“‘Melpomene’”’ over- 
ture was meant to be the musical echo of 
the symphony. Then the concert wound up 
with three songs for voice and piano. To 
phrase inelegantly, there's where we got 
the foam on the bottom of our beer mug. 
That is one impression of the season’s last 
symphony concert. 

It is almost correlative to see that the 
general effect was mediocre. Perhaps this 
might not have been had Leo Stern, the an- 
nounced ‘cello soloist, been present to thrill 
us with his virtuosity. The fact remains 
that the auditors carried away little of real 
value to put away in the store-houses of 
their musical imaginations. Miss Adelaide 
Kalkmann, who has just returned from two 
years’ study abroad, volunteered at the last 
moment to supply Mr. Stern’s place. The 
audience forgave Mr. Stern's absence in its 
anxiety to judge of a known favorite’s mu- 
sical progress. But they were disappointed, 
for Miss Kalkmann, rather than subject the 
audience to a double disappointment, ap- 
peared, although quite unfit to do herself 
justice. The weather had crept into her 
throat and robbed her tones of the bell-like 
resonance that was the singer's greatest 
charm. Her arta, instead of being dra- 
matic, was throaty. At times her tones 
were hardly true. Only in Schumann's 
“Lotus-Blume” did she seem like her old 
self and that she sang “‘sforza” and with 
exquisite smoothness. Despite the physical 
handicap, Miss Kalkmann’s friends could 
see evidences of her late training in the 
clarity of her phrasing and a welcome dis- 
tinctness of enunciation. 

Mr. Chadwick's overture, the programme 
tells us, was called “‘Melpomene,”’ because 
the name of the tragic muse was typical of 
the mood that evolved the composition. The 
music is certainly blood-curdling to a Phil- 
istine “all wind and fury, signifying moth- 
ing.” The presumption is that it was well 
played. The orchestra worked under a full 
head of steam from start to finish . 

Raff's “Im Walde” symphony was. the 
principal feature of the programme. Though 
mot a consequential work, it is the typicu: 
embodiment of the composer's grace, genial- 
ity, poetic imagination and gorgeous tone 
coloring. Raff is in some sense the Brown- 


ing of music. The s=sjogy lies in their pen- 


fection of form with general disregard for 
form, intervals of charming vivacity, won- 
derful insight and sympathy for natural 
beauty, an overcrowding of moods, produc- 
ing confusion and sometimes tedium, but at 
all times full of grace and occasionally ma- 
jestic. With more rehearsing the orches:ra 
might have given surer interpretation to 
the work. The strings were at all times 
effective, notably in the pizzicato passages 
of the third number. The reeds were sloth. 
ful at times, while the brasses must have 
kept the conductor in a shiver of apprehen- 
sion. The number, though, was the enjoy- 
able feature of the programme.
